The chasuble in particular seems to 
have been identical with the ordinary 
outer gatment of the lower orders. 
It consisted of a square or circular 
plece of cloth in the centre of which 
@ hole was made. Through this the 
head was passed. With the arms 
hanging down, this garment covered 
the whole figure. It was like a little 


‘house. The Latin word for little house 


is casula. From this we derive the 
word chasuble. One can readily see 
‘that the primitive chasuble was very 
inconvenient for the priest. It was 
impossible to use arms or hands with- 
out lifting the whole of the front part 
of the vestment. To remedy this the 
sidés were gradually cut away until 
it recéived its present form. That part 
of the chasuble which covers the 
priest’s back has a large cross em- 
broidered upon it. 

The chasuble reminds us of the 
purple garment which Christ wore in 
the court room of Pilate. The cross, 
embroidered wpon the chasuble, re- 
calls to mind the cross which Christ 
carried to Calvary.

The inner vestments of the priest 
are always white, and are intended to 
represent the interior purity and in- 
nocence of heart, which should never 
be put aside, but which should be pre- 
served under the cloak of humility.

But yet, there is a true dignity and majesty in every individual soul—a 
dignity and worth which are often forgotten by those ensnared by the empty 
prattling of a world without faith, of a world that has lost its true standards | 
©r judging moral and spiritual values. Does not the Psalmist say: “Thou 
hast made him (man) a little less than the angels, thou hast crowned him 
with glory and honor and hast set him over the works of thy hands.” 

Centuries later Tertullian phrases the same beautiful ideas in an admonition 
which has rung down the ages: “Agnosce Christiane, dignitatem tuam”-—“O 
Christian, know thy dignity.” This exalted station and dignity of the Indi- 
vidual, however, belong properly only to him, who having been baptized into 
the mystic Body of Christ,—the Catholic Church,—remains a friend of God, 
by keeping his soul untainted by the foul blot of serious sin. For in the state 
of sanotifying grace, the soul is really a child of God, an heir of heaven, and 
a partaker of all the blessings and graces purchased for us by the Precious 
Blood of the Savior. And these privileges are extended to each individual 
Christian,—to the lowllest and humbiest, as well as to those who fill the high- 
est stations in society. It is only the possession of sanctifying grace which 
clothes the individual soul with lasting dignity and grandeur, Hence, no won- 
cer that the Church of Christ bas always had heroic workers and missionartes 
who gladly suffered untold privations to bring the sweet gospel of salvation 
to souls as yet dwelling in the valley and shadow of death. For these apostles 
truly recognized the value of the individual inasmuch as they understood the 
value of a soul in the eyes of God. They considered mo labor too great in this 
duty of saving soula It is, therefore, after all, only the Church of Christ 
which teaches the true value of the individual, since that value does not re 
side in external graces and accomplishments, much less in possession of gold 
and jewels, but in fellowship with Christ by the possession of charity, or in 
other words, of sanctifying grace. 

Ye Christian men, who must at times listen to foolish assertions that the 
Catholic Church cripples the individual soul and places shackles upon ind!- 
vidual development, and knows not°the value of personality, go, tell these 
foolish speakers, to what a lofty dignity even the child of the outcast and of 
the pauper, may aspire in our Church. For that child baptised, and remaining 
in the state of baptismal innocence or sanctifying grace, is an object of per 
ennial beauty in the sight of God.

the authority say that when each man 
read the Scriptures he would receive 
a divine inspiration as to their mean- 
‘ing? The authority did not say either 
of these things. It simply declared 
the writings of the New Testament to 
be a revelation, to contain doctrines 
,taught by Christ. It did not affirm 
that the Book contained all the doc- 
-trines. For the complete doctrine, 
therefore, we have still to go to the 
authority, and we have to read the 
Book as it is interpreted by the au- 
thority. 

To conclude, then, we have to get 
the doctrines of Christ either by a per 
sonal revelation which Christ makes 
ito us-—and this revelation we have 
‘not: or we have to get them from a 
“writing which Christ left for us—and 
,Christ left no writing: or we have to 
get them from an authority which 
Christ established and which con- 
tinues. Such an authority we have. 
‘It has come down to us as recognized 
by the greatest scholars of the Christ- 
‘lan era.
